A PLEA FOR A NEW PORT, 
Under the above heading a correspondent 
who sigra himself “ Shantung" writes to our 
Sbarghai mornlag contemporary = 
The new Chinese fort and naval station at 
Chiingtao, on the east side of Kisochow Bay, in 
Shbartang, scems to polot to that place as® 
"practicable barboar,for future commerce. Fora 
year or more I have been stadylng that bay, 
from a landsman’s standpolot, and am convin 
» that {f good anchorage can be.found, we have in 
that locality the key to the future developmen 
of Shantung's resources. : 
A word as to the position and natural features 
of Chiingtso might be in place here. It is 
*  gltuated ‘at the entrance tothe bay fo approximate 
longitude r20 deg. z0 min. E. and lat. 36 deg. 
4 mio, N., and easily commands the narrow 
atraits which are scarcely three miles wide. The 
- ‘channel at this polot'is too deep for ‘anchorage, 
{t would seem, but about seven miles further 
-porth a depth of four or five fathoms affords & 
more practicable anchorage, and ono well pro- 
tected from the south-east wind. I shall leave 
the nautical. problema to those better able to 
Accide them, but from a practical knowledge of 
the Interior of the province I can say thatin 
case no great obstacle exists to entrance or 
anchorage, we have {n this harbour the strategic 
point of Sbantung commerce. That portion of the 
province lying east ofthe Yellow River and Grand 
Canal -has but one Inlet and outlet for commerce, 
gamely, Chefoo, unless we consider the numerous 
junk ports which, of course, command cons{der- 
able petty traffic. But Chefoo as a port not only 
lics ata greater distance’ from, Shanghal than 
the geegraphy of Shantusg would warrant, but 
also lies, with reference to the great inte:Jor, in 
‘the most inconvenient postion maginsbla. The
